NAVY HANDLING 


OF AIR SERVICE 


Rear 
Admiral Tells 
Board 


Shenandoah Trip Was Un- 
reasonable and Unmilitary 


Washington, D. C-—(XP)—Rear Ad- 


miral William S. Sims, told the presi- 
dent's air board Wednesday that "it is 
well known" that the navy has no 
"definite air policy," and that naval 
aid development 
is hampered 
by a 


"kind of conservatism so extraordin- 
ary it Is almost unbelievable." Pres- 
ent dissatisfaction and unrest in the 
navy, he said, 1s due "to lack of confi- 
dence" in naval leaders and he point- 
ed to the Shonandoah disaster aa a 
case In point." 


"It, may be presumed," he 
added, 


"that the commander of the Shenan- 
doah and his assistants -were the best 
men the navy had, but if they were 
not, it would have been a criminal act 
to put them there." 


The admiral believed that to at- 


tempt to manage "an affair" like the 
Shenandoah trip from the navy de- 
partment was'a,n example of violation 
of "the age old principle that is de- 
stroying the navy's morale" and was 
"unreasonable, unscientific and unmil- 
Itary." 
• 


"Why Is it allowed to continue?" he 


asked and continued: "It is because 
the Amorcian people do not feel the 
pressure of war." 


Appearing at the first night session 


to speed \tp completion of the hear- 
ings, Major General Hanson E. Ely, 
commandant of tho army air war col- 
lege told the board Tuesday night that 
what the army air service needs Is not 
a separate air corps, which he op- 
posed, but a quality of leadership that 
will make for "loyalty and discipline" 
among subordinate personnel. 


He advocated transfer to their nir 


service a certain 
number of officers 


from other branches selected for their 
known leadership qualities.

From $l.iu to $1.50 a hundred- 
weight is heing offered for the late "Wis- 
consin crop and the demand is good. At 
this time last season, tubers were heinir 
quoted at forty and fifty cents a hundred 
poumK with the market glutted. 
As a 


result, many farmers let their potatoes rot 
in the ground, the- low price offered not 
making it worth while 10 dig them. This 
year th'- situation i.- different, every po- 
tato is being dug and marketed because 
of the attractive price*-. 


It is true that the Badger state crop is 


less than in 1D'J4. but the advance in 
price will easily offset this lo^. 
Grow- 


ers curtailed their crops this season and 
an August drouth further cut production 
in many sections of the state, making the 
ti\ erage yield for 1 D^o about 112 bushels 
an acre, as compared with 13H last year. 
The five year average is 1 MO bushels. Re- 
ductions in the Minnesota. New York and 
Michigan crops also helped boost the price 
this year. 
The "Wisconsin crop is esti- 


mated at 25.000.000 bushels as com- 
pared with about 3i"'.OOii.<iOO in I'.CM. 
This means that state producers will get 
nearly three times as much for their po- 
tatoes this year as they did last, with no 
appreciable increase in overhead expens- 
es. 
This is a neat profit, hut the grow- 


ers are entitled to it because 19^3 and 
10^4 were slim years, and many fanners 
did not make enough to buy hp-ed.

States three-fourths of tho criminal cases 
reversed are sent back to lower courts for 
new trials "for mistake, of form and not 
of substance." 
That is n serious indict- 


ment of our complex system of criminal 
procedure, calculated rather for the en- 
richment of lawyers than tho protection of 
society. 


]f must be said for the American Bar 


association and similar organizations that 


they h n \ o been free to criticize the com: 
ploxity of our law and urge remedies. 
But something: revolutionary is needed to 
.shake our courts out of the silly respect 
for meaningless and completely unessen- 
tial technicalities which delay everything 
from the picking of a, jury to the applica- 
tion of sound judgments and verdicts 
carefully made. 


The dotting of an "i"' and the spelling 


of the name of the revolver should not 
stand in the way of substantial justice. 
At present technicalities are the crook'o 
and shyster lawyer's best friend. 


A TOLERANT COOLIDGE

Coolidge's most popular address to date 


the one to the Legionnaires at Omaha 


—was his quiet nnd dryly humorous at- 
tack on a pair of our good old shvk slo* 
gans as we misinterpret them—" 100 per 
cent Americanism" and "America first." 


Of the first he remarked: "J recognize 


the full and complete necessity of 100 per 
cent Americanism, but 100 per cent 
Americanism may be made up of many va- 
rious elements . . . .
